Balietins from the Bedside.

New York, Feb. 14.—All night long 
General Sherman wavered between 
life and death and continued to fight 
bravely a hopeless battle: Early in 
the evening the physicians knew the 
end was approaching slowly but 
surelv. The swelling ia the face and 
neck disappeared, but with the subsi- 


dence of the symptoms of erysipelas |. 


came a development of lung trouble 
complicated with a return of long- 
standing asthma. The mucus began 
once more to accumulate in the lungs, 
and the first signs of passive pneu- 
monia bscame apparent. 

At 11:40 o’clock last night the dying 
soldier awoke, but merely to continue 
breathing required all bis efforts. 

At midnight sleep had come to the 
relief of the sufferer. 

At 1 o’clock this morning the Gen- 
eral was still slumbering, and there 
was no change in his condition as far 
as could be determined by the doctors 

At 3:50 o’clock there was no appar- 
ent change. 

General Ewing’s son said at 4:25 a. 
m. that he could detect no change. ex- 
cepting the General’s respirations’ 
were considerably increased, which 
caused anxiety. 

With the exception of heavy breath- 
ing at 5:30, no change could be dis- 

cerned. An hour later a decided 
change forthe worse set in. Another 
hour and all the members of the fam- 
ily were summoned. Death seemed 
near the unconquered soldier, still he 
lay suffering and refused to succumb. 
Thus was passed the next few hours. 

At 8:25 a. m. Senator Sherman tele- 
graphed his family at Washington: 

_“* Brother is still alive, but only faintly 
conscious. He is apparently without 
pain, but his breathing is labored and 
strength diminishing.’’ 

At this time the physicians were 
holding a consultation, when an order 
was given out that the General’s con- 
dition was hopeless, and that the end 
was rapidly approaching and bron- 
chial trouble making marked progress. 
When asked if there was the slightest 
ray of hope, one of the physicians re- 
plied: ‘‘ Not the least hope remains. 
The General cannot pogsibly survive 
the day.”’ 

Soon after the substance of this 
answer was officially announced. 

New York, Feb. 14.—At 7:15 o’clock 
A. M. Secretary Barrett says General 
Sherman is lying unconscious, but will 
probably live until 9 o’clock. 

Senator Sherman at 8:25 a. m. sent 
the following message to his family in 
Washington: .“‘ Gen. Sherman lives; 
family with him ; conscious and with- 
out pain. His asthmatic breathing is 
shorter and strength weaker.’’ 

The following bulletin was issued 
at 8:30 4. m.: The physicians after 
consultation declare General Sherman’s 
condition now as hopeless. He is 
dying and the end is near. 

At 8:30 o’clock this morning no hope 
was entertained for the recovery of 
General Sherman. -Dr. Janeway, the 
consulting physician, left the house at 
this hour. 


** There is a decided change ae the 
worse,”’ said the doctor. ‘‘ He will 
not live through the day. He is at 
present very low. He may die at any 
moment. His strength is failng.’’ 

* What seems to be the matter this 
morning ?’’ was asked. 

“‘Erysipilis and bronchial tubes,’’ 
was the reply. 

After consultation the doctors all 
declare that General Sherman’s con- 
dition is hopeless. 

At 10 a. m. General Sherman is 
sinking rapidly. The end is expected

11 a. m.—General Shermans condi- 
tion has not changed any in the last 
hour. | 

11:25 a. m.—It is only a question of 
a few minutes, it is now said. 

12 u.—The General’s condition is 
unchanged since the last bulletin.

General Sherman died at 1:50 Pp. m. 

During the forenoon as the hours 
passed by every inquirer who called at 
the General’s house was told that all 
hope was abandoned and his relatives 
and attendants were merely waiting 
for the end and endeavoring to make 
his last hours free from suffering if 
possible.

Ason preceding days since it be- 
came known that General Sherman 
lay at death’s door, knots of people 

gathered in the street near his home 
talking to each other «in low tones of 
the dying soldier. : 

At 1:50 Pp. m. a servant came out of 
the house and told the policeman on 
guard that the end had-come and that 
the General had at last surrendered. 

From Secretary Barrett it was 
learned that General Sherman re- 
mained unconscious to the last, dying 
with no visible pain. 

The General passed away without 
speaking to any members of his fam- 
ily gathered about the bed. Four 
daughters were present and his son, 
P. T, Sherman, and Senator Sherman, 
and also the attending physician. 
Serretary Barrett and some other 
friends were in the room below. 

Soon after 2 o’clock Barrett went to 
the Western Union office and senta 
number of dispatches to Washington, 
in which he anounced the hour of 
death at 1:50 P. M. 

The funeral services. over the re- 
mains of the General will take place 
on Thursday from his late residence, 
though it may be deferred if his son 
does not arrive on that day from Eur- 
ope on the Majestic. Thursday even- 
ing the body will be taken to St. Louis 
in a special train, and the body be 
intered there. It will be in charge of 
General Schofield, and will be accom- 
panied by a delegation from Post La- 
Fayette, G. A. R., of this city.

Death of the Here of Many a Hard 
Fought Battle. 


Our dispatches this morning in- 
dicate that dissolution is near in 
the case of General Sherman and 
it is quite likely that it will take 
place before this article reaches the 
public. The hero of many a hard 
fought battle has crossed swords 
with the grim monster, Death, and 
for the first time in his eventful 
career, defeat will be bis lot. He. 
is retreating now and has reached 
nearly the last ditch. The history 
of the Republic from its inception 
to the present time has been made 
brilliant with many a great name 
and with the achievements of 
many a splendid character, and 
General W. T. Sherman’s stand out 
in bold relief among the greatest 
soldiers of the age. 

The peculiar genius of the Amer- 
ican people and their capacity to 
produce great men upon demand 
were exhibited in a striking degree 
at the beginning and during the 
late war. From the ranks, from 
retirement, from the counting- 
room and bank and from the va- 
rious commercial and agricultural 
departments of the country they 
came at the call and exigency of 
the country, who at once, in the 
Cabinet and in the field, took pos- 
session of the great problems then 
confronting the nation, and by 
judgment in the councils of State 
and by achievements of arms upon 
the battle field, preserved the na- 
tion and carried forward in their 
integrity the great institution or- 
ganized and maintained for the 
better protection of mankind un- 
der the protection of the Consti- 
tution of the United States. 

Prominent among these great 
figures was General W. T. Sher- 
man; and as long as civilization 
has a history, and the achieve- 
ments of brave and honest men 
command the admiration of the 
human family and constitute the 
examples upon which human cbhar- 
acter shall be hereafter modeled, 
his name will stand out as a shin- 
ing example of the courage and 
loyalty to country and of allegiance 
to the great principles of human 
liberty and right. 

The old generation was a great 
one, and the Republic may con- 
gratulate itself if in the future 

here shall rise up to take charge 
f the offices and the administra- 
tion of its affairs men as great in 
moral character and as strong in 
intellect as were the leading char- 
acters of the generation now pass- 
ing away. 

William Tecumseh Sherman was 
born at Mansfield, Ohio, on the 
eighth day of February, 1820. He 
was graduated from West Point in 
1840. His father dying in 1829, he 
was adopted by Thomas Ewing, 


ried in May, 1850. Entering the 
3d Artillary he served in Florida; 
became ist Lieutenant in Novem- 
ber, 1841; was made Commissary 
with the rank of Captain, on Sept. 
27,1850. On Sept. 6, 1852 he re- 
signed from the army and became 
a broker in San Francisco, after- 
wards practicing law in Leaven- 
worth, Kansas. In 1860 he became 
Superintendent uf a military acad- 
emy, founded by the State of 
Louisiana, resigning when the 
secession ordinance was passed in 
January 1861. He was appointed 
Colonel of the 18th United States 
infantry, May 14, and commanded 
a brigade at the battle of Bull Run, 
July 2ist. He was made Brigadier- 
General of Volunteers from May 
17th, and succeeded General An- 
derson in command of the Depart- 
ment of Kentucky Oct. 8, 1861. 
When asked by the Secretary of 
War how many men he should re- 
quire, he replied, “60,000 to drive 
the enemy from Kentucky, and 
200,000 to finish the war in this 
section.” His estimate was con- 
sidered wildly extravagant, and he 
was reported insane and telieved |. 
from the command. February 14, 
1862, he took command of the 5th 
division of General Grant’s army 
of the Tennessee. At the battle of 
Shilo he was wounded in the hand 
and had three horses shot from 
under him. On May ist he was 
made Major- General and was 
prominent in the siege of Corinth. 


‘He began his famous march to the} 
_ sea November 16, 1864, with 66,000 


at the outskirts ef Savannah De- 
cember 10th. His loss in this march 
was 68 killed and 245 wounded. On 
March 4th, 1869, he was made Gen- 
eral-in-Chief of the army, and was 
retired-three or four years ago. 
Since the above was in type the 
old chieftain has meet his defeat 


_ and succumed te the inevitable. 


He died at 1:50 o’clock this after- 
noon. A full account of his last 
hours and death appear in the Ga-

HEBREWS IN AMERICA. 


Results Announced of a Special Inquiry 
by the Census Bureau. 

The division of vital statistics of the 
Census Office has prepared a bulletin, 
says the Washington Star, containing 
a summary of the results of a special 
inquiry concerning the Jews in this 
country. 

A special schedule was prepared call- 
ing for details of age, sex, conjugal 
condition, place of birth, occupation, 
etc., of each person in the family re- 
ported who was living on the 3ist of 
December, 1889, and of certain details 
concerning  births,.. marriages and 
deaths occurring in the family for the 
five years ended on that date. | 

These schedules were distributed to 
heads of Jewish families in all parts of 
the United States, the necessary names 
and addresses being obtained from 
rabbis of congregations and officers of 
different societies. 

No effort was made to obtain com- 
plete returns from all the Jews in the 
cou .ry, nor to develop any facts con- 
ecrcing religious or commercial ques- 
wons, but merely to obtain data from a 
suflicient number of families who have 
been in the United States five or more 
years to afford some reliable deductions 
concerning the effect of residence 
under the conditions of life in this coun- 
try as contrasted with those elsewhere. 

The inquiry resulted in the return of 
10,618 completed family schedules, em- 
bracing 60,620 living persons on the 31st 
day of December, 1889, and in these 
families there had been 2,148 marriages, 
6,038 births, and 2,062 deaths during the 
five years ending that date. 

The social condition of the families is 
indicated to some extent by the number 
of servants kept by them, and, as about 
two-thirds are reported as keeping one 
or more servants, the families reported 
may be said to be in easy circum- 
stances. 

The average number of persons to 
each family on December 31, 1889, was 
5.71, and the average annual number 
for the five years covered by these stat- 
istics was 5.47. The average annual 
number of marriages per 1,000 of total 
population*was much lower than the 
general rate, being but 7.4, as against 
18 to 22 per 1,000 in the Eastern States; 
and the average age at marriage is 
greater than among the general popu- 
lation. The low marriage rate and the 
increased average age at marriage are 
the principal reasons for the low birth 
rate. 

The deaths reported for the five years 
give an average annual death rate of 
7.11 per 1,000 of population, being about 
half of the average rate for the general 
population. 


The expectation of life at the age of 
10 years, based upon the death rate for 
the year 1889, is 61.11 and 56.02 years 
for males and females, respectively, as 
against 49.99 and 48.05 as calculated by 
life insurance companies for the general 
population of this country. 

Contrasting the birth and death rates 
for those of native-born and foreign- 
born parents indicates that the birth 
rate is decreasing and the death rate 
increasing with more prolonced resi- 
dence in this country, but the general 
results indicate that the Jews here re- 
tain many of the peculiarities which 
have been noted among them in Eu- 
rope.

_ The last ent :rprise to be inaugurated 
1s that of the Long Valley Water Com- 
pany, at the head of which for the 
present is F. W. Lakeand F. M. Shid- 
dler, of San Francisco. From L. H. 
Taylor, C. E. for the company, who 
was in Susanville last week, we learn 
that the company have located a res- 
ervoir site at the extreme lower end 
o- Long Valley, and will buiid a dam 
et the divide between Honey Lake and 
Long Valley, of the foilowing dimen- 
sions: Eighty feet high, 600 feet long 
cn top, and 200 feet at bottom, 400 feet 
thick at base, up and down the canyon 
through which Long Valley creek 
flows, and not less than twenty feet 
wide at the top. This, it is estimated, 
will create a body of water above it 
700 acres in area, of an average depth 
of thirty feet. 

Mr. Taylor is now, and has been for 
come time on the ground with his 
esssistants, making the final prelim- 
inary tvrveys, on which to base plans, 
etc. Th> conpany will employ men 
and t:°ms and do the construction 
work under the supervision of a com- 
rie engineer, and now expect *> 

in work on the dam about April 
15th or May Ist, after which the work 
will ba pushed to completion with all 
possible dispztch.

The Messiah craze through which 

the west bas just passed revives n.em- 

ories of the early Indian depredations 

in Nevada, when from the Sierras to 


the Wasatch, the only inhabitanta 


wereat the stations of the Pony express 
company. The stations were usually 
occupied by a hostler only, whose da- 
ties were light as they were lonesome,

without delay as soon as he rode up, 


regardless of the hour, day or night. 
Over the lonely stretch from Ruby 
Valley to Reese River, wasa station 
known as Grubb’s Wells that was 
reached coming west, at midnight.

THE GHOST DANCE. 
It Is Not New But Was Invented by 
Captain Jack, the Modoc. 

“People have been led to believe that 
the ghost dance is original with the 
Sioux,” said an old frontiersman to a 
Denver Republican man_ recently. 
“This isa mistake. Captain Jack, of 
Modoc fame, is the Nestor of the ghost 
dance, although it was not known then 
by that mame. The present Sioux 
dance may have received a few extra 
embellishments, but it is simply noth- 
ing more or less than the old Modoc 
war dance. 

“Captain Jack, during the days of 
peace preceding the Modoc war, at- 
tended a dance given at a frontier tav- 
ern, at which he was a spectator, evi- 
dently deeply interested. When he 
went back to his tepee he was seized 
with a desire to introduce some new 
features in the Modoc dances. So, after 
a consultation with a few of his trusted 
lieutenants, he inaugurated a grand 
circle dance. The Indians kept going 
continuously to the left to the music of 
tom-toms, dancing as they went with 
wild disregard to musical precision, but 
with great enthusiasm, Finally, Scar 
Faced Charley fainted with exhaustion. 
The dance was stopped. When he re- 
gained his senses he graphically de- 
scribed what a wonderful vision he had 
experienced. He hadseen Wee Na Katah, 
the most powerful of early-day Modoc 
chiefs, when the tribe was in the zenith 
of its glory. The spirit of the chief 
told him that by killing the first three 
white men who came into their reser- 
vation all the land would be re- 
stored to them and that all dead Modocs 
would be brought to life. The story 
made a great impression on the Indians, 
and the fate of General Canby and the 
Peace Commission in 1873 tells how rig- 
idly the Modoc chiefs carried out the 
‘spiritual’ suggestion. 

“After the death of the commission 
this same tribe held one of their circle 
dances around their remains, and with 
war-whoops and blood-thirsty hearts 
started on the long campaign among 
the lava beds, where they picked off 
soldiers among the natural fortifica- 
tions of the region. I have been in the 
Bad Lands of Dakota, and it is indeed 
equally as bad a country as the Oregon 
lava beds. A dance among Indians is 
always a prelude to trouble. In 1873 it 
was the circle dance. In 1890 it was the 
ghost dance. It is as natural for an 
Indian to use his feet and lungs before 
going on the war-path as it is for a fish 
toswim. It is part of their tradition. 
Superstition to a large extent pervades 
the breasts of the Indians, and they 
think that a‘:war without the usual 
dance preface would be ‘hoodooed.’ 

‘The Sioux are not, in my estimation, 
the wickedest Indians to handle. They 
are the most cowardly tribe on Amer- 
ican soil: The Blackfeet are the 
meanest and the Modocs the bravest— 
although every Indian believes in fight- 
ing inambush. The Apaches -are per- 
haps the most numerous and merciless. 
The Blackfeet Indians have a ghastly 
ceremony when they don war-paint. 
They have a council of war. Then 
twelve squaws are huddled together 
and chant a weird death song. The 
oldest warriors, aged and unfit for 
further active campaigns, then draw 
lots as to which will sacrifice his blood 
and be a martyr for the new campaign. 
The one who draws the straw with a 
spot of black paint in the center then 
stabs himself in several places in the 
presence of the tribe. As he falls the 
blood gushes from his wounds. Into 
this blood each warrior dips his finger, 
emitting unearthly war-whoops as they 
do so. This is equivalent to an-oath 
that they swear by the blood of. their 
sacrificed comrade -to be true to the 
commands of their chiefs and fight to 
the last. 

“The Bannocks at Ross Fork agency 
are perhaps the best dressed Indians in 
the country. They are the dudes of the 
Nation in that respect. Ordinarily an 
Indian is slovenly, dirty and indifferent 
in his dress. The Brannocks, of Idaho, 
however, take good care of their 
blankets and have more pride than the 
usual run of redskins. They are great 
travelers also. They enjoy the priv- 
ilege of free transportation on all the 
Union Pacific trains, provided they ride 
on ‘freight cars or the blind baggage. 
They are so well behaved that the In- 
dian agent allows them leave of ab- 
sence whenever they wish to go.” 


AN OLD-TIME NICKNAME. 


The Name of Puritan Was Used as a Term 
of Reproach. 

“The name of ‘Puritan’ was itself 
originally a nickname,” says a writer 
in the New York Times, neither ac- 
cepted nor acceptable to those to whom 
it was applied, but first ‘devised by 
Sanders, the Jesuit, to cast a reproach 
upon the.persons and ways of reform- 
ers, to render them suspicious and 
odious to the State.’ 

“I give this on the authority of one of 
the most eminent of the early emizrants 
to Massachusetts, where he joined the 
elder Winthrop and shared with him 
that distrust, if not hatred, of democ- 
racy which was and is the touchstone 
of the real, original and. only genuine 
New-England Puritan, as I must call 
him, although in those days the name 
had not been accepted. I refer to John 
Cotton, ‘Bachelor in Divinity and 
Teacher of the Church of Christ at Bos- 
ton, in New England.’ 

‘It was very near the middle of the 
seventeenth century when this con- 
spicuous divine, resenting the applica- 
tion of the name to himself and his as- 
sociates by Roger Williams, significant- 
ly added to the account given above of 
the history of the nickname Puritan, 
that ‘the righteous hand of the 
Lord struck him with madness who in- 
vented the name—nor doth he delight 


in them that delight to take up a re-— 
proach against the innocent’ ”’
